1ER INDIAN НАШ 
AND TWO MEN WOUNDED 


V. 


I am indebted to L. D. Reed 
the particulars of this raid: 
In July, I860, when the settler* were 
laxy gathering their 
stock, 
the In­ 
diana made a raid near where the 
town of Carlton now stands, In Ham­ 
ilton county, and came in contact with 
three baches of row hunters in one 
neighborhood. 
Lem Reed, with a bnneh of cow 
banters had 
made 
a big 
round-up 
When near the pen on Mesquite creek, 
a man was observed by one of them, 
standing under a raesqulte tree. 
Af­ 
ter deciding that the man was an In­ 
dian, one of the boys exclaimed, “Let 
him come boys, my pistol is empty, but 
ha don’t know it.** 
They drove across the ridge to the 
pen known as the “Judy” ranch. When 
they arrived at the pen they found 
George Fuqua there. 
He 
had 
been 
shot only a few moments before, near 
where the hoys saw the Indian under 
the mosquite. 
They penned their cattle, ate din­ 
ner, and then went hack to hunt for 
the Indians. 
When Fuqua was attack­ 
ed, George Gentry 
was 
with 
him. 
W hen-the 
Indians crowded 
Fuqua, 
Gentry turned on them with his pistol 
and checked them. They allot Fuqua 
through the thigh, Inflicting an ugly 
wound. 
The boys got to where Fuqua and 
Gentry had the fight, and found Gen­ 
try ’s gloves where he had pulled them 
•ff and thrown them down. 
They trailed on south to a point of 
timber and saw. as they suppos'd, 
the Indians on a branch, riding along 
aingle file. When they saw them, one 
• f the boys exclaimed. “By George, 
boys, there they are, and they mean 
business; d—«l if we don't have them 
to fight right here. 
Get down and 
make ready; let’s give them the best 
we have got.” 
They proved to be another hunch 
mt cowboys looking for the Indians. 
When the mistake was found out, all 
p arties were well pleased. They scout­ 
ed tin* country until midnight that 
night, and returned home the morn­ 
ing following. 
About it o’clock that 
evening Mr. Snell and Jonathan Keith 
came down on the creek after help 
to go after the Indians. 
They had attacked a hunch of cow 
boys from Dublin, about 
two 
miles 
west of where Fuqna was shot. The 
Indians cut one of the boys off and 
«based him about four miles to the 
Hnell ranch, where 
he 
reported the 
battle going on between the cow boys 
and Indians. 
Seven or eight of the settlers got 
together as quick as they could, and 
went to where the fight was reported 
to he* going mi. When they got there 
it was too dark to see anything. 
They went in the direction of Dub­ 
lin, expecting to overtake the cow 
herd, when they could find cut what 
bad transpired. They found the cattle 
panned at the Shockley ranch on II«* 
ley’s creek, and learned that John Ita- 
born O’Neal was badly wounded. They 
bad carried him 
on to 
Dublin that 
night. 
Mr. O’Neal 
told 
me that he 
was away from the 
herd 
of cattle 
aome distance and atone when the In­ 
dians attacked him. and that he fought 
and ran toward the herd, making the 
best of a bad thing that be could. 
Ills companions, hearing the fight, del­ 
egated two of their number to go to 
hiu relief. 
He said if they had toiled 
to put iu their appearance when they 
did, the Indians would %bave killed 
him, as he was completely exhausted 
and bleeding profusely. 
The next morning Rev. Issue Reed, 
Gal Deaton, Frank Deaton and Bill 
Reed took the trail and followed the 
Indians to the L<*on, and there learned 
that a crowd of men were aftei them. 
Rnowiug the pursuing party were too** 
to r In advance for them to be able 
to catch up, returned home, 
p This band made good their escape. 
George Fuqua now lives in Hamilton 
county, and John Raborn O’Neal lives 
la Erath County, Texas. 
Both have 
airtee grown old and feeble, and are 
•till afflicted with the wounds m*eiv- 
«d at the hands of the redoubtable 
savages.

The young men had but one gun 
between them and that was iu the 
hand of Rplan. 
He was riding a undo 
and well knew that it was no use 
trvlng to escape by running, so he dis­ 
mounted and stood his ground, shel­ 
tering himself by the side of his mule 
as beat be could. 
The Indians steered clear of Bplan 
and struck out after Kuykendall who 
was fleeing from them on a pony, 
and after a chase of about three mlles| 
Kuykendall’s pony ran into a boggy 
branch at a place now embracing a 
portion of the townsite of Carlton. 
The Indians, 
taking advantage 
of 
bis mil hap, gathered around and liter­ 
ally filled his body with arrows. After 
scalping him they turned hack to the [ merit. 
It Is 
horses that were left in the hands of 
some of their party to drive on. In 
the meantime Splan made his escape 
by turning north from the head of 
Honey creek. 
He soon reached the 
timber and then made his way home 
as licst he could, with the news that 
the last lie saw of Kuykendall he was 
racing for his life with the Indians 
in hot pursuit. 
A crowd was soon organized and 
went in search of the missing man. 
After finding him as before stated, 
they conveyed his remains to the cem­ 
etery on Reslcy’s creek and interred 
them. 
These Indians were followed, 
but to no effect They made their way 
out with a large bunch of horses.

“Ignorance of economic history and 
economic law s is 
particularly 
wide­ 
spread. One wonders w hat the schools 
and colleges have lieen doing for the 
last half century, that men and vyo- 
men are left in such ignorance of the 
facts 
and the 
laws. Senators and 
Representatives in Congress vote with 
fierce joy to impose, in time of peace, 
very high taxes on wealth, without ap­ 
pearing to realise that by thus dimish 
ing the amount of productive capital , 
they are depriving the farmer of his [ 
market, the wage worker of his em­ 
ployment, the transportation system of 
its freight, and business of its trade. 
Ignorance, the old enemy of human 
well-being, still is powerful and ac­ 
tive. 
“There are omnious signs all around 
us. The American form of govern­ 
ment is in danger whenever a group 
of men endeavor to operate it in the 
interest of a section or a class. A 
labor party or a farmers’ party is as 
undemocratic and as un-American as 
a millionaires’ party or a ship owners’ 
party would bo. The American farm­ 
er, the American wage worker, the 
American 
manufacturer 
an d 
the 
American business 
man 
is paying 
heavily today, five years afterward, 
for the un-American and unpatriotic 
act that was forced by threat upon 
the statute books of the United States 
known as the Adamson law that es­ 
tablished a privileged class among us 
and thereby increased the cost of living 
for every man, woman and child, in­ 
cluding members of the privileged class 
itself. 
“Use of the power of the State to 
enforce some particular rule of con 
duct, which those to whom it appeals 
describe as moral, may easily differ 
only in form and not In fact from the 
long-since abandoned use of the pow 
er of the State to enforce conformality 
in religious belief and worship. Pri­ 
vate morals and private conduct are 
matters for the conscience of the In­ 
dividual and not for regulation by a

Deputy tax assessors are finding 
th at some of th«* citizens of Brown 
County are opposed to rendering the 
names <»f their wives for poll tax as­ 
sessments for 1922, and these dep­ 
uties are returning to the county tax 
assessor's «»ffi«'«» a good many inven­ 
tory blanks across the face of which 
is w ritten. “P arty refuses to assess 
wife for p«)ll tax.” 
Tax Assessor Clair B ettis call* the 
attention of the News to the State 
law covering the instruction« to tax 
assessors regarding ¡Mill taxes. 
The law, in its instructions to tax 
assessors rends, in part, as follows: 
You are Instructed to asses« hus­ 
band and wife jointly with all com­ 
munity property owned by them and 
ass«*ss each with a poll tax on the 
same inventory where both are liable 
for a poll tax .” 
According, 
there fort1, 
to 
the In­ 
structions of the Htat«* attorney gen­ 
eral, who lias made the interpretation 
of the law covering poll tax«»«, both 
husband and wife must be assessed 
for poll tax along wtih the assess­ 
ment of community property owned 
by both. 
This ruling is the law, and assessors 
must abide by it, and. a m arried man, 
owning 
community 
property, 
must 
assess both him self and his w ife for 
poll taxes, and he m ust pay poll taxes 
for both w hether the wife desires to 
vote or not. 
This is the law, and it m ust 1m* 
t)beyed, but it belongs to that class of 
foolish, arb itrary 
and 
un-American 
laws which 1» doing it» p art to pro­ 
duce in the average citizen a spirit 
of disrespect for the law generally, 
and a 
marked- resentm ent 
against 
those in authority who seem bent up­ 
on increasing tho burdens of govern­ 
ment upon the people.,;

Washington, Jan. 25.—On the heels 
of Postmaster General Hays’ announce­ 
ment that he will accept the “director 
generalship” of movie«lom word comes 
that a committee of the Senate will 
meet at an early date to decide whether 
or not to subject the motion picture 
industry to an investigation.
